As for aomo time bofino the I'lovincial 
Loyislaturc last mot lepoi ts of ;i rl:im.nging 
natiiro cbnconiing iho dock were in ciroi!- 
hition, iind tlio govprnmoni !i;ul luit 
In-ouglit down "full infci-niatioii witii re 
f;ard to the griiviiig dock work" i rDniisod 
in His Honor tho Lieutonant-Govornor's 
npc!ecli,'I called for a committoo to ex- 
amine into all matters connected with tho 
dock, HO as to Hsooftain for the Hou.so and 
]oi' yon the faet!) allowing ilic mie po.si- 
lion of that important work. 

The comniiltoe, anxiona lu 'act iaipar- 
I tally, and recognizing your right to know 
whatever could ho tiacnrtained _.by . tho 
inve.ttignti'in.s of the committoo, 'do'eided 
-agnin.Ht the wislies cf tho govnriini'>nt — 
fo have the evidence takon published by 
(lie press for general infonnation, and, as 
yon are aware, it was .so published. 

After a lonj; .ind patient enquiry the 
cominiltee presented a report to tho 
floiinc ba_sdd on the oviilcnce of w ilnes.se.s, 
on the HP.ssioiial papers printed from year 
to year, and on ci.ri-espondelico not print- 
ed in the liands of the government. 

The rui'ort ua.s a recital of ilie le.idini.; 
facts elicited liy I lie conimitlee uilh \ <-- 
Hpoot to the duek, supplemented liy ihe 
temperately expreasod opinions of tho 
eommittoe, for the boncfit of tho logisla 
inro and the (;r.\,ornmont. 

The report waa, after a lU-balc, "n^it 
adopted," by 'he casting vole nf ihe 
>Speaker. The result being thai mi action 
was taken by the legislatiiro lo piil dock 
nflliirs into a busincw'sliapo, and they re- 
main now, a.s I hen, in an iinHalisfaetury 
condition. 

As ehairiiian <•( llii' duck connnitteo, I 
inentii'ii, in jusliee tothosf^ members who 
united with mh' in framing liie inaj<irity 
report, thai the aei'uracy f'f that report 
waa admitted by memlici's i.f the House 
svlio vot(>d against iu adopt iuu do the 
ground that the result nf .such a vte 
w.ndil be llie ilefeal and resignal ion of 
ih<i government, which apiie.ared ti> them 
iindo.siraVdc, as the logislaturo wa.s about 
to tlio a natural death; .and yon could 
then by your verdict al. tho polls piias 
jtidgmont tjp the government and on such 
member.s as mighl , liV .leeking re eleelion, 
(■nine biifore you fur .senlen.-e.

The projected cofl'erdam 
was not built, 'and wlieii .Mr. Kinipple 
asked me in Xovciuber or Dei-embcu-, 
187-4, the prices of labor here he Cfui- 
clnded from my rejily that il \\t>[i\d be 
better to build the dock throughout of 
concrete, except in certain portions of it 
requiring stonoj, and to turn tjio cement 
ordered through"-*Mfi Sproat into the

Tlii.s is sell-evident from the rejiort 
itself. Air. IJeaven in tho debate on the 
dock report aoknovvlodgod this, and in 
explanation argued that everything could 
not be put into a report. This is quite 
true; but I siibmil that a report iijion tho 
dock, for the inforn;atii.in of the legisla- 
ture and of the people, should have con- 
tained all the inqiortani facts concerning 
it, aiid two of the must imporl.ant were 
that the cement svas bought for tho cof- 
ferdam (before it was decided what kind 
ef colierdam was to be constructed), and 
that Ihe dock would require large addi- 
tional quantities of cement lo build it. 
IMinor matters are mentioned — such, for 
instance, as that' coment was shipped in 
expensive ca.sks, to /'boflubsoqttently (lis- 
jjosecl of for oil casks.;!';- This turned out 
to be a cosily iuiatake,;a3 Jihe casks when 
sold did not fetch theairtdunt of duty paid 
upon thein. The firit cost over (S'1,000) 
wa'i a total lo.'..<.

'1880,^(time enough) instead of i87-lf it 
. would, i'jVf'pri-soiit prices, haveco.st $8,4.'>0 
less than it really did. So thai, on the 
iinfortunaUj coment .purehase, the Pro- 
vince is otrfeaiid injured abotit .*;!i"),Ot)(). 

I think you will agree with me that the 
proper course for the government to have 
,p|ikctj,^\yjhonjthev»jJ'JU»,d(tlio content was 
'not vfnnVod'fbV.lWcofrerdani,' was'-'to hhve 
sohl it, as they knew it deteriorated 
greatly by keeping. The first loss (if any) 
would have been the loaat. Wiien they 
decided to keep tho niifortunali- facts to 
tlienisolves and not admit their mistake 
thoy.shoujd cgrtaiuly have built a shod 
|i| ^iT^ dock propgrt;^, 'tjio.eost ^f which, 
Bccorfling - to iMr. W'alkem, w'buld not 
hiiv'o e.'ccrteded .■i!l,.50O. Hy not doing 
this tlie Province ha.* hail to p;iy to this 
date over 87,000 for storage. As thou- 
sands of tons more coment will havo to 
be housed, it is bettor, even at this late 
date, to put up a shed than to continue 
to pay .?80 per month for an indelinito 
niiumber of years, ospccially as the sheil 
would be useful after dock is eoinpleled. 
A government cannot bo considered an 
economical one which, whilst saving a 
fowMolIars in odds and oirds, at the .same 
time wastes thouaands of dollars by lack 
of>,)BUsinesa ability and ordinary intelli- 
gnn'cC.

You probably remember that at the 
election of 1875, w-hlch n-sulted in the 
turning out. of the Walkem guvernmciit, 
one point of attack by tlic opposition w-as 
the purchaRo of cement lrtn'g.bofoi;o it wa.s. 
wantiid. 'I'ho reply of the .govornment 
was that tho cement [lui-ch'aiio' showed 
foresight; that nine inoullis would com- 
plete the coirerdam, and that the cement 
was bought so as to enable li;cal con- 
tractors to tender for the dock cojitract, 
as they would bo barred put if th% had 
to provide means to import the coment 
for the dock. Hy the light of the facts 
disclosed by the dock coiiuuittee it is evi- 
dent that thi.s was ".-ill humbug," as the 
ceinent was ordereil by mistake for a eof- 
foidaui not built, and not for the dock in 
the interest of local contra'6f6i"4.

The long correspondence between the 
govern inont and the contraotora- shows 
[lages upon trivial matters, suoh for in- 
iitanse as whether tiio man at tho pumps, 
aiipointed by the C. of Lands .and 
Works, but paid by tho contractors, had 
to take orders from ihoso who paid him 
or not; whether when there was no 
pumping to do the contractors could put 
him at sumo other work; whether the 
rule "no work, and no pay" applied ' to 
him; whether his wages could bo re- 
duced in value in proportion to his sor- 
vicoB, and so forth. On these sorb of 
things tho C. C. of Lands and Works was 
all alive and deeply inlercsted, but when 
it came to the most important matter of 
all, 1.;.- was the work upon the dock up 
to the standard required by the specifica- 
tions, all coraplaiii'.s that it was not, .all 
evidence that it was nut, were treated 
with marked iudifTerunco. No personal 
inquiry as to whether tho ..cementi|)eing 
used was good, bad or ' indiflofcnt wa,B' 
made by Iho . C. of Lands and "Work^j 
or whether tho proportions of coment 
were auQicionty increased. Serious charg- 
es made by contractors with regard to the 
character of tho work wore simply turned 
over to Mr. Bennett, whilst -^trmpniBry 
differenees between contraotoraV^and . a 
workman engrossed tho wholo attent ion 
of the chief couimiBsioner.

In February, 1881, I was Chairman of 
a Cir.aving Dock Committee. Escellout 
j granite had been obtained by the con- 
tractors on tho coast cf tho mainland, su- 
perior to anything known to exist on the 
Pacific. A number of members (among 
them myself) were impressed with tho ad- 
vantage of aubatituting granite for Rand- 
stone if tho change could bo made at u 
cost not exceeding the Imperial and Do- 
minion subsidies. So wo called for an es- 
timate of tho cost of tho dock, and as tho 
government had not such an estimate, -r-o 
asked Mr. Bennett to make one out for 
tho information of tho committee. Not 
having the moans to verify its accuracy, 
knowing nothing whatever of tho history 
of tho cement purchase, not having aeon 
tho dock specifications or contract,- the 
committee wore of course not in a ■ posi- 
tion to pass judgment an tho corc'ootnesa 
or otherwise' of the estimate-, they- there- 
fore took care not to do so; thoy loft that 
to tho povoTninenl with its special infor- 
mation and knowledge. All tho -commit- 
tee did was to report ns follows: "Your 
oommilteo recommenda to tho favorable

I mention these fanta as Mr. Walkom 
in his evidence endeavors to throw the 
blame from off his own shoulders on to 
others, and in one place tried to create the 
impression that I had had an estimate 
prepared to examine into the cost of the 
dock, and was to blame as much .as. him 
salf -for not discoverinfc its inaccuracy; 
whereas tho fact was the inquiry of tho 
committee- was directed to tho question of 
substituting granite for sandstone in tho 
dock -workj-and not to acertaining 'the 
rost^ of the dock. t. , ,;>Li-j ..

Question — "What reason do you givo 
fi.ir not having had .tn estimate made in 
your ofticc with a view of verifying Mr.

Answer — "Because I got him to check 
his estimate- mtofuUy . raoro: than onco, 
and he assured me that he could not pos- 
sibly, be wrong." 

Memorandum: The delay of 39 days in 
eammunicating with Kinipple . & Morris 
is most extr.aordinary. Had Mr. Walkem 
written at once to that firm ho could have 
received their detailed estimate and full 
explanation by lottor by tho end of De- 
cember. Instead of doing this Mr. 
Walkom waits until tho 2Ist December 
and then telographa about it at a cost of 
half a dollar per word. Tho reply came 
in tho same- way, .and .was-inocosaarily 
brief. The Oommitteo could ntot :find as 
late as the 20th March that any letters 
had p.assod between the engineers .and 
the government on this very importaul 
cement matter.

Ggures from the jm'jlic accounts that

Mr. Bcaven, if he know what ho 
vraa talking about at the time, must liavo 
been awaro that ho was attempting to de- 
ceive tho doctors when ho asserted that 
tho only portion of tho debt to bo aitri- 
butcd to the Walkcm govornpient, of 
which he was a member, was .* l7o,000, 
and that tho remainder, about ^700,<)00, 
was created by tho KUiott government. 
By .Mr. Beavon'a correction iu tho Stand- 
aid wo see that ho confesses tho Walkem 
■'ovornmcni's oxpondituro over revenue 
was S474,H.'jfi; and that besides this they 
li'ft S217,Cl.'l of liabilities for the Elliott 
-overnmenl to ).ay, .a total of gGSU.OSO; 
Mu\ that llu) b.iliinco of the provincial 
debt, "I'll- which tho Elliott govoniment 
are solely responsible," is 8485,11.^. It 
IS now in order for Mr. Heaven to niako 
iithor corrections to his .speooli. We call 
)iiH apocial iiUoiitiuii to the miHsiatement 
that with dobis ainounliiij,' to "a total of 
8330,000 and as3ot.=« aiuounting i<i.*'JO,000, 
tha Walken: government had ahnoiit ii/i- 
inediatdii after taking office to pr(ivid(! 
.■!!240,006. " Debcnturoa for §tin,000 were 
oortainly paid ofl"; but how? By issuinf^ 
ether debentures for .940,500 and paying 
»<*JO,000 out of assets Inl't by the Elliott 
!j;overnment and collected by tho Walkem 
!,'ovornniont. From the ncaiutidrition of 
o.xpcndituroH to ;Ur,l Deconibor, 1878, wo 
find that the total ainoui^t of arrears to 
30th June paid by Mr. lieaven amounted 
to $•27,447. The greater jiart, if not all, 
of this sum was paid mit of a.s.sots left by 
ihe Elliott governinont and collected by 
. Mr. Bcaven. We consider that Mr. 
Benvcii in condemning the Elliott gov- 
ornraont for soiling tho dcbcnturas issued 
under tho loan act of 1877 below par, 
iu:ted with great unfairncs.s, for he knew 
that a loan was neces.s.iry to p.ay tho bank 
the heavy ovi'rdnifls of the Walkcm gov-

When about to cle-ir out 
tho roud obstructions wore placed in my 
way by one of the mon who owned the 
land. The tlien aiirveyor-genqral inducctl 
mo to take as a temporary .fncasnrc a 
track through tho bu.^h, with the .igreo- 
ment that should tho ownor of the land 
obstruct the tract, the govornmoiit would 
at onco open the public ro.nd. Last year 
the owner of tho land gave me notice 
that I must got tho public road opened, 
as he was abo^it to close tho track. Since 
then he has actually dona so.

I government have sent mo n-lottbr closing 
up tho road till after harvest on tho fri- 
1 volous pretc.vt that tho grain must bo 
j harvested, the said grain on the lino being 
less than half an acvo, of which more than 
two thirds was sown in open defiance of 
the govornment order. No doubt tho 
government think that thoy have got the 
two obstructionists' votes as certain, anil 
the gain of two votca is ntS doubt a great 
deal to them at the present time. Now 
what is the effect of .a'll this gin'ornmnnt 
jugglery to me! Wliy, total loss of crop 
this ye;ir, not havini; boi.'ii able to got 
either plough or seed on to my land for 
want of a mad, not to .Mpcak of having to 
pack every pound of provi.Mions used by 
iny.'telf and family on my back for nearly 
a mile. 1 have had to do this ever .siiiot; 
the 1st of last .May, and of cour.se e.\pect 
to have to do ho until wo get .a decent 
gfivernment, who I trust will not compel 
tho settlers to act as their own pack mules. 
Of couiso it would be .-i mere waste of 
timo for tie to ask for justice from tho 
present govenimctit any more after p.ast 
oxpcricnce— a measure of justice which 
iho Dominion government would at once 
mote out to the dirtiest Indian on the 
Saanich Reserve. 

Electrira, what do yoti think now of 
your late member, the cabinet niini.stcr, 
who not two months since promised to 
aid mo in getting the road opened, but 
who, I have reason to believe, has now 
UBcd his influence to get it closed .against 
me? Comment is needless. I'leaae excuse 
tho length of this letter. My excuse for 
troubling you is that as tho government 
have dono all they could by utter indif- 
ference and contradictory orders to ruin 
mc and starve my family I wish those 
who may be in any w.ay situated like me 
to bo warned in time before the elections 
come off.

A political meeting wa.s (.convon.od: at 
Eowland's Hutol, "Burnsltde, last ovcnmg. 
Air. E. 9. Wilkin.ion wx-i called to tho 
chair, and Mr. Wm. Rowland acted as 
secretary. , , . . . . 

Tho chairman stated that tho meeting 
was called for the purpose of hearing the 
views of tho candidates. lie bespoke a 
fair hearing.

The telephone orders the cnnimittec 
could find no rci ord of in the Land and 
Works Deparlnichi , but tliure was a 
inetnorandum from liin lio.sident Engineer 
1,0 the government recommending the pur- 
chase of .300 tons as required. Wliilat 
the conunitteo wa.s sitting about 50 tons 
arrived by ono .steamer from San Fran- 
cisco and about iOOtons by annther, the 
latter being part of tlie 300 tons referred to. 
Whether the remainder of the 300 tons 
has been pureliased I do nm knuw. The 
telephono' is a valuable invention, but 
evidently liable to bo abused in a govern- 
ment ©fiica if- no record ia kept of public 
business transacted in this rapid verbal 
manner." 

25. That no toimurs .appear to have 
been called for for the cemont bought in 
San Francisco, wliich, from tests made by 
Mr. Bennett, i.s of inferior quality to that 
required by thospeoifieiitionft."

Answer— I have, and beg to hand in 
the 'result.?. , (E.xhibit 22.) The tests 
have, been made, allowing the bricks to 
remain before being put ia water some 
12, some 24, and some 30 hours, the av- 
erage result being 0.57 lbs. 

Question — Was the cement ordered

■fn violation of t he" contract fjj-stem the 
cement frcm San Francisco was privately 
ordered, and of a (lualify inferior to ih-.il 
required by the dryddck specifications. 

Freight arrangements for the cement 
ordered from England were also illeijally 
ma'de. "StHne ij^the l.-irge.st shippeis i[» 
not appear to Ifiivo liad an npiinrtuiiiiy to 
ofl'er for the shipment fu' l!ie cement. 

23. "Tliat nio.st of tlie ceuu-nt turUglit 
has been under tlic alleged authority 
contained in the graving dock act of 1879, i 
which deals with the Dominion grant of 
$250,000, !ftp4.Avhic.I;, can only bo expend- 
ed on certificates of work done on the 
dock .Under the contract , and is not avail- 
able for the purchase of material.'" 
iiVk/eii cf. 

An act respecting the graving dock, 
1879; "In the event of the government 
of the Dominion of Canada carrying into 
eftect the provisions of 37 Victoria, cliap. 
17, sec. 1, Statutes of Canada, it sliall be 
lawful for the lieutenant-governor in 
council to award such contracts, construct 
such works .and make such p.aymonts as 
may bu necessary in las' discretion to 
secure the cotistruction of the graving 
dock at Esquimau." 

The marginal .np^e upon the act, al- 
though not part of the act, explains , the 
purpose of tlio act. The niargin.al note 
reads as follows; "Authorizes o.xpondi- 
turo of moneys that Dominion govcrii- 
ipopt may pay on account of graving dock 
a.tiEsquim.ait." 

Wiien jt is borne in jnifiiji that the Do- 
iinnion gra«t,of ^p()/Q(^ .is alrojidy ab- 
sorbed in McNanieo iSr Co.'s contract of 
.*350,0OO, it will bo seen how thoroughly 
illcg.al was the act of the govcrmcnt in 
purchasing the cement under the au- 
tluirity of the above aot| when not a dol- 
lar of the Dominion government's money 
was available fur the pajnnent of tho ce- 
ment. 

In tho letting of the dock contract to 
.McNamee A Co.' IMr. Walkcm also acted 
illegally. It will be observed that the 
act authorizes the letting of tho dock con- 
tract by "the lieutenant governor in coun- 
cil." Mr. Walkem totally disregarded this 
and when at Ottawa let tho contract to 
McN'amoo it Co. unknown to his col- 
leagues and tho lieutenant governor and 
witliout an order of tho e.tecutivo coun- 
cil. In conseciuenco 1 believe of tho ac- 
tion o/ the lieutenant a fresh contract had 
to be in«d% with BIcNamee & Co. uomo 
months afterwards. 

In the letting of tho dock contract and 
in the purchasing of tho cement no gov- 
orninont in British Columbia ever before 
showed such an utter disregard for the 
law and tho rights of the pooplf as tho 
Walkem government. 

The opinion expressed by the caminii- 
tec in their report were as follows; 

"Your committee isof opinion liiat ^vhen 
tho mngnitudo, of the cement requiro- 
inonts become known to the chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works, ho should at 
once have requested one of tlie firm of 
Kiniple & Mnrri.s to rome out, as flicir 
.agreement calls for, to examine into mat- 
ters and .sec what was licst to bo done. 

That unles.-i some l.srgo saving can bo 
effected in the quantity of cement, by 
substituting natural stone for artificial, 
.the dock yn^U^eosbrfrora §200,000 to one 
quarter ofa^TIlio'n fnc'ro'tliaii "estimated 
by tho government' la.'ft session. 

That tho governnKMit has sliew n ii great 
want of businps.s ability, and liave seri- 
ou.sly mi.smanaged matters in coiuicolion 
with the P]squinialt dock. 

That it has misled the legislature as to 
the actual po-iition of afl'airs, and has 
abused its position to e.xpend a largo sum 
of moiley without .authority from the 
legi.slalure. 

Th.at the rc.uilt of the covornmont's 
mismanagement, unless chfeeked by this 
legislature, mu.'it bo a hettvy'drain npon 
the finances of the province, and moiieya 
that would, under good inanagemeiit, 
have been available for ro.ids and other 
nocefl.sary j)ublio" works, will be Rwallowed 
up by the dock, *ljich Mr. Walkem has, 
on several occasions, emphatically de- 
clared would not cost the country another 
dollar." 

I leave you to judge whether the report 
of tho committee is or is not justifiod by 
the evidt.-nce. .Ml 1 would briefly add is 
that unless some reduction is made in the 
quantity of cement, tho probability ia that 
§250,000 will not cover the additional cost 
of the dock over the dstiinale above 
referred to. 

Had tho government in November last 
.sent for one of the engineers the wiiole 
dock matter could have been examined 
into and, placed in a thoroughly prao'.ical 
and business shape by tho time the legis- 
lature last met. Had this course been 
adopted instearl of dock work being 
stopped as now and everything connected 
with it in grave confusion, construction 
would now be going on with a certain 
prospect of the completion of ilie dock 
within a reasonable period.
